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TWO SWICKJN NEWARK 


Pittsburg Man, Who Was Found Wandering In Woods 


Saturday, Borrowed Razor Prom Other Prisoner and 
Killed Himself—Aged Noble Clark, Who Ran Off 
From County Infirmary, Found Dead In Newark 
Hotel Early Monday Morning. 


About 5:20 o'clock on Monday morn- 


ing Coroner C. F. Legge was notified 
that bis presence was desired at the 
Commercial House, on South 
Fifth 


street, which is managed by Mr. Chas. 
Martin, as the dead body of a man had 
been found in his room and that he 
had committed suicide. 


The coioner immediately 
repaired 


to the scene and found the man, who 
was a stranger, lying on the side of 
the bed, with his head buried in a pil- 
low. On a stand m the room were 
two bottles, one a two ounce bottle of 
opium, with half the contents misbing, 
and another bottle filled with caibohc 
acid that had not been touched. Both 
drugs had been purchased 
at local 


ding stoies. The dead man was iden- 
tified by Coroner Legge, after consid- 
eiable trouble, as Noble Claik, a man 
aged about To years. Clark formerly 
lived with friends at Frazeysburg, but 
lecently has been at the Licking coun- 
ty infirmary. It has been learned that 
he left that institution 
on 
Sunday 


without inflaming any one ol his in- 
tenton 


M. Martin, piopiietor of the Com- 


mercial House, 
savs that 
the man 


came to his place about 3.30 o'clock 
on Sunday night. 
He seemed to be 


very weak and sick, and had to be as- 
sisted to a chair. As it was about sup- 
per time Mr. Martin asked him if he 
desired su.pper. The stranger replied 
that he did not care tor anything to 
eat, that all he desired was a place to 
lie down. 
Mr 
Martin then showed 


him to his room. This morning the 
man failed to come down stairs after 
the bieakfast hell had been rung, and 
Mr. Martin proceeded to investigate. 
He went up to the man's room and 
found the door paitly open. 
Looking 


in he saw the man lying on the bed, 
as already described, and after satis 
tying himself that he was dead sent 
for the coroner. 


The remains were taken to the un- 


dertaking establishement of James Mc- 
Gonagle, on West Main street, where 
they were prepared for interment, and 
they will be taken to Frazeysburg to- 
morrow where they will be interred. 


There was nothing on the man's per- 


son to establishe his identity beyond 
a note in a memorandum book which 
lead as follows- 


"Bury me by side of my son at Fia- 


Telephone to E. F. 
- . 


at Black Run. Pie will attend to dig- 
ging my grave." The name following 
the initials "E F " could not be de- 
eipheied. 


Inside of an hour the officer had suc- 


ceeded in identifying the man as No- 
ble Clark . 


Clark has been 
an inmate ot the 


county infirmary for the past th>ee or 
four years and during that time has 
been in very poor health.

months ago. He is survived bv 
one 


daughter who lives in Zanesville, and 
one son, whose home is in Texas. 


KELLEY'S SUICIDE 


IN NEWARK JAIL 


After spending two days in the coun- 


ty jail on a lunacy charge, the dement- 
ed Martin Kelley who was found in 
Newton township near St. Louisville 
Saturday moinmg, boriowed a razor 
trom Samuel Buckalen, a fellow pris- 
oner, and stepped to the bath room, 
•where he cut his throat dying a few 
moments later 


The suicide occuired shortly after 


9 "0 o'clock Mondaj morning while the 
jailor was <n his office below 
He was 


attracted to the couidoi on the fust 
floor where the prisoners are kept who 
are serving time for offenses in the city 
and who are sent up from police couit. 
Several of these prisoners called to the 
jailor stating that Kelly had cut his 
thtoat and was bleeding to death in 
the bath room 


The men had just been released from 


their cells for their morning exercise 
and were all in the corridor. The of- 
ficer in charge got them into their cells 
as quickly as possible and ran to the 
bath room, where a ghastly sight met 
his gaze. 


On the tile floor of the room, writh- 


ing in his death struggles, and with his 
blood spurting from an ugly gash in 
his neck, the crazy prisoner was gasp- 
ing for breath. 


It was seen that the man had but a 


few moments to live and with the help 
of one of the prisoners the officer re- 
moved him to the corridor and Dr. C 
F. Legge was called. 


After the arrival of the physician, 


Kelley lived but a few moments 


The body wa^ turned over to Bowers 


& Criss Brotheis to be piepared for 
burial and it is now at their morgue 
on South Third street. Just what dis- 
position will be made of the body is 
not yet known, as none of the man's 
relatives can be located 


He claimed on his arrival at the pris- 


on that he came to Licking county 
from Pittsburg, but later said that his 
home was in Danville, Va Unless his 
relatives ran be located today the body 
will be buried in the potter's field 
Kelley was about 40 yeais old.

Cummins to concede all that he (For- 
aker) contended for except in the mat- 
ter of fixing rates. Gov. Cummins said 
that in his judgment railroad rates as 
a whole were not excessive, notwith- 
standing that existing rates yielded a 
good profit on a capitalisation on the 
ibasis of about $C7,000 per mile, which 
capitalization he declared to be about 
60 per cent too high. He said that he 
heard very little complaint, in fact, 
about excessive rates, but that there 
•was large complaint that certain sec- 
tion's of Iowa were seriously handicap- 
ped by reason of favorable rates given 
other sections more distant from the 
field of operations than the complain- 
ants. Gov. Cummins did not discuss 
the secret rebate or other 
device 


•whereby bonuses are given to get bus- 
iness, but on cross examination he ad- 
mitted that the existing law seemed to 
be all that is necessary when incrimin- 
ating evidence is produced, and that 
he did not know that anything further 
In that respect could be accomplished 
by Congress."

Special complimentary theatrical per- 
formances have been given for the ben- 
efit of the prisoners. They are grant- 
ed liberty certain days iu each month, 
are permitted to play lawn tennis and 
other games, so as to secure necessary 
recreation and exercise, and the athlet- 
ic women of the polite aud smiling na- 
tion of the east have given special per- 
formances for the amusement of tbe 
prisoners. If any of the prisoners die 
he K buried with much ceremony. 


Colonel TJgai, chief warden of the 


Russian prison in Himeji city, has 
made an interesting official re'port to 
his government concerning the prison- 
ers under his charge. 


'•Among 891 prisoners who were 


brought to Himeji last year (1904»," 
says 
Colonel 
Ugai, 
"there 
were 


144 vi ho were so illiterate that they 
could not even sign their names. Such 
people are naturally unable to enjoy 
the pleasure of corresponding even 
with their families, and are conse- 
quently placed in a more distressed 
condition than they would be other- 
wise. 


"To alleviate such circumstances, the 


Japanese authorities provided a build- 
ing in order to educate them in their 
own tongue, organized three classes, 
selected four teachers from among the 
Russian noncommissioned officers who 
started to tench last December under 
the supervision of a Japanese officer 
who understands the Russian language, 
giving them three hours' instruction 
daily. They were advanced to a higher 
class as they progressed and thus en- 
couraged iu their study, and at the end 
of March of this year (1905) it was 
found that seventy-five out of the 144 
were able to sign their names.

There are at present 2,184 Russian

A A'evr Mineral of Great Value. 


Among the scientific papers read at 


a recent meeting of the Royal society 
in London was one by Professor Dun- 
stun and G. L. Blake, which, according 
to the London Standard, described a 
mineral lately found in Ceylon which 
poshesses radio active properties. 
Its 


crystals are more or less cubical in 
shape, black, rather lighter than sil- 
ver and about as hard as rock crystal. 
As the mineral, called thorianite, con- 
tains 80 per cent of thorium oxide, it 
has considerable commercial value. 
The remainder is chiefly uranium ox- 
ide, with a little of two other rare 
earth* and lead. Thorianite is helium

active and

emanations from radium, now almost 
priceless, hns been proved to change, 
so its presence may be significant.

Chicago teamster' strike is said to be 
tho political ambitions of several Chi- 
cago union leader^ 
At least three of 


the Chicago labor leaders desire to be 
president of the national organization 
of the teamsters. President Shea is 
also desirous of re-election, and theso 
four men. iti is asserted, have been 
making every effort possible to con- 
trol the Chicago delegates to the next 
convention.''which will be held in Phil- 
adelphia Aug. 7. Seven of the local 
unions elected delegates to the con- 
vention. 
Of these delegates three 


were instructed for Shea, and the 
other four were uninstructed. With 
the election of those delegates out of 
the way; it is said by a labor leader 
that the union leaders would get to- 
gether and bring about a settlement 
of the strike. , 


The Team Owners' association, an 


organization 
employing 8.000 team- 


sters/has decided to remain neutral in 
the labor struggle now in progress in 
Chicago. 
Ever since the commence- 


ment of the teamsters' 
strike 
the 


Team Owners' association has been 
desirous of having the question of 
making deliveries to the strikebound 
houses submitted to arbitration. The 
teamsters by a unanimous vote re- 
fused to agree to tlie proposition, and 
for a time it was believed that the 
team owners would force a strike of 
their 8,000 drivers by ordering them 
LO make deliveries to firms involved 
in the strike. In an effort to learn the 
sentiment of the members of the asso- 
ciation regarding the matter, it was 
decided to take a referendum vote on 
the 
question. This vote was com- 


pleted, and resulted in luo of the 
members voting to remain neutral 
during the trouble and in three mem- 
bers voting to cnmpel the teamsters 
to obey orders. The decision reached 
by the owners means that there wiil 
be no strike of tr.ese men, and the 
threatened expansion of the trouble in 
this "direction has been averted. 


Negotiations for peace, which prom- 


ised for a time last wcsk to be suc- 
cessful, have apparently been aban- 
doned for the present at least, as both 
sides are so far apart, on any plans 
of settlement by mediation that fur- 
ther efforts in this direction are re- 
garded as useless. Unless both sides 
to the trouble hhow a disposition to 
offer concessions any conciliatory set- 
tlement of the struggle appears to be 
a long way off.

WATER ENTERS 


THE SUBWAY 


Break In High-Pressure Main De- 


stroys Property at New York. 


CRACKS APPEAR IN ST&EET 


Series of Explosions Occur Under- 


ground, Caused by the Flood Short- 
Circuiting 
the 
Current — Traffic 


Stoooed Many Hours and Adjacent 
Buildings Threatened. 


New York, June 12.—A break in the 


48-inch high-pressure water main in 
Park 
avenue, 
near 
Forty-second 


street, resulted in the flooding of the 
block below the Grand Central station, 
the streetcar tunnel and the subway, 
the stoppage of traffic in the subway 
for many hours, serious damage to the 
underground road and great danger to 
many passengers. The damage is es- 
timated at. §100,000. 
Incidentally it 


resulted in the caving-in of Park ave- 
nue over an area 20 feet by 8. from 
which ran cracks that meant danger 
to adjacent buildings. 


Vv'ater was iirst seen trickling be- 


tween the paving blocks near t'.r> en- 
trance to the Fourth avenue tr.iniel. 
through which the surface cars run. 
Almost immediately there came a 
heavy explosion underground, and a 
moment later the water gushed forth 
in a cataract, pouring into Forty-sec- 
ond street, which was soon covered to 
a depth of several inches. The r:simg 
water in the subway soon made con- 
nection between the third rail and 
the outer rails, short circuiting the 
electric current, which was attended 
by a series of explosions that endan- 
gered Ihe lives of those who were in 
the cars. The air was pungent with 
the smoke of burning insulators and 
bright flashes from wheels and rails 
were continuous. 
One train got to 


within a block of a station and then 
came to a final stop. The passengers 
got out and waded through the water 
to the station. They avoided the third 
rail and no one was injured. 


Gradually the entire service south 


of. Seventy-second street and to Four- 
teenth street was shut off, and later 
the entire service was discontinued. 
Finally, after the flood had continued 
for four hours and a half, a foreman 
for a construction company, who had 
supervision of the installation of the 
mains in Park, avenue, pointed out a 
gate at Third avenue and Forty-second 
street which, on being closed, shut off 
the torrent.

Americans coat armor may be consid- 
ered a sort of 
National 
inheritance, 


because of its almost inseparable con- 
nection with history, geneology, and 
art. Of course we have nothing to do 
with it so far as its essential principle 
is concerned. That is the the 
thing 


which long years ago lost all its vital- 
ity on the formation of this great Re- 
public. 


To separate the coat of arms from 


the principle on 
which 
it 
had 
its 


orgin is to write both criticism and 
protest from those who insist upon an 
!adherence to antiquated customs. Nat- 
jnrally rim English might say to us: 
"You have no right to coat 
armour, 


because you renounced everything con- 
nected with it when the Declaration 
o!' Jiulonc ndc-nce was signed." 


Precisely so. we have done this in 


the truest sense of the word. Rut ihe 
nation, the state, the city have 
as- 


sumed seals the character of which is 
absolutely 
heraldic. Our 
connection 


with the whole principle of aristocra- 
cy, as represented by the coat of arms, 
i.s absolutely severed, but we have not 
yet repudiated our ancestors! 


For some worthy person in the old 


country to claim exclusive possession 
of a particular Lion or Eagle, and say 
we have no right to it, is plainly a 
matter involving a point of view. 


Neither in this country nor in any 


other, is there a law which may dis- 
possess us of the Eagle. It is absurd, 


j therefore, to say that an American has 
i no rigiiL either to an eagle or a cuai 
of arms. That is at least the American 
point of view and the correct one. 


The time is here when we can esti- 


mate coat armor at its 
true 
value, 


and in doing this, we Americans do 
! but emphasize a 
commendable pride 


in our ancestors. And 
we are 
now 


discriminating enough to believe that 
they were made of pretty good mater- 
ial, or they never would have produced 
a race of knightly 
men 
and 
gentle 


women, who are fast taking the reins 
of government of the whole world in- 
! to their hands. Of such a stock were 
jour forefathers, the settlers in Virginia 
'and Maryland, and New England, and 
more recently in beautiful Granville. 


Among the early and later settlers
